Responding to the Sunday massacre 
of churchgoers in Texas, Sen. Jeff Flake 
has introduced bipartisan legislation to 
make it harder for people who have been 
convicted of domestic violence to get 
firearms. 

Flake, R-Arizona, is teaming up with 
Sen. Martin Heinrich, D-New Mexico, 
that aims to clarify ambiguity related to 
a 1996 change to the Gun Control Act of 
1968 that requires the military to report 
domestic-violence misdemeanors to 
the national database used for gun-pur- 
chase background checks.

Stanton: Crisis putting 
strain on public safety

A group of Phoenix leaders wants 
the city to follow a nationwide trend 
and take legal action against pharma- 
ceutical companies that they believe 
are responsible for the nations opioid 
epidemic. 

Mayor Greg Stanton and council- 
women Thelda Williams and Debra 
Stark sent a letter to City Manager Ed 
Zuercher on Tuesday detailing how 
the opioid crisis has “created an in- 
credible strain” on the city’s public 
safety personnel. 

Stanton, Williams and Stark blame 
the rapid increase in opioid-related 
deaths across the country on pharma- 
ceutical manufactures and distribu- 
tors that launched a “fraudulent mar- 
keting campaign that minimized the 
risks of opioids.” 

“Pharmaceutical companies are 
making billions while people suffer

LAS VEGAS — The trial against Cli- 
ven Bundy and his sons was delayed 
for a week over questions about 
whether the government withheld 
surveillance videos of the Bundy 
Ranch during the 2014 standoff. 

Jurors were about to be called into 
the courtroom to hear opening state- 
ments Tuesday when the trial derailed 
and federal prosecutors were asked to 
account for evidence they said did not 
exist. 

U.S. District Court Judge Gloria Na- 
varro said she could not determine,
